The closest prior art of Tengel (US 5,940,812) teaches loan origination system 
including an apparatus and method for automatically matching a best available loan to a 
potential borrower, via a global telecommunications network. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 33-34, Tengel taken either individually 
or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious receiving 
into the computer system Gaming Industry related informational artifacts with data 
associated with reputational risk, legal risk, regulatory risk, and risk related to monetary 
costs to defend an adverse legal position; receiving into the computer system data 
descriptive of a Financial Transaction wherein the data received comprises identification 
data for the Gaming Industry entity associated with the Financial Transaction; 
associating by a processor at least one informational artifact related to the Gaming 
Industry entity associated with the Financial Transaction and reputational risk, legal risk, 
regulatory risk, and risk related to monetary costs to defend an adverse legal position 
with the Gaming Industry entity associated with the Financial Transaction; generating 
via the processor a risk quotient comprising a quantitative value of an amount of 
Gaming Industry related Risk, wherein calculating the risk quotient criteria comprises a 
processor-determined value through: associating a numerical weight with each of a 
plurality of risk variables; associating one or more of the risk variables with the data 
descriptive of details of a Financial Transaction; determining a numerical value based

upon the content of the data descriptive of details of a Financial Transaction associated 
with the one or more risk variables; and multiplying the numerical value based upon the 
content by the numerical weight associated with each of the risk variables associated 
with the data descriptive of details of a Financial Transaction; and generating via the 
processor a report comprising data descriptive of the informational artifacts associated 
with the Gaming Industry entity associated with the Financial Transaction.
